ANOTHER OUTRAGE. 

A disgraceful fracas tuok place at W ashing- 
ton City, on Friday night, (13th inst.) the particu- 
lars of which are as follows. The Hon. Wim. 
Stanberry, member of the House of Representa- 
tives, from Ohio, was waylaid and assaulted, 
about 6 o'clock, as be was returning to his lodg- 
ings, by Gea. Samuc! Houston, of Tennessee, 
and late Governor of that State. Mr. Stanberry 
was alone, and Houston had with Lim one or two 
friends. Houston struck him suddenly, before 
Mr. Stanberry was aware of his presence, with 
a heavy bludgeon, on the left side of his head. — 
As be fell. be struck him again, with his whole 
strength, wounding his side, and breeking some 
bones of his right band. He had fallen on his 
right side, but turning on his back, he drew a 
pistol, and before the next blow fell, he had a 
dead aim at the ruffian's breast. The treacher- 
| Ous instrument missed fire, and the descending 
bludgeon deprived him of all further power of 
resistance. The General followed up his success, 
and inflicted a number of blows upon his defence- 
less and nerveless adversary. 

The avowed cause of this outrage is the speech 
made by Mr. Stanberry in the House, some 

weeks ago, in reference to the fraud practised
